of them all, going down on his knees 
in a corner of tbe jury room, prayed 
Ions and loud for the divine guidance 
In holding the hearthstone sacred. 


The man was acquitted, partly bo- 


cause it was made to appear that he 
really loved his wife, but rnnfnJy be- 
cause the victim had by his acts and 
some foolish admission to a friend, 
made it appear that ho had no real 
heart in the affair, but rather gloried 
In his crime 
It is to be admitted 


that the hearts of all, both women 
and men. were with the wronged man, 
especially when he again took the 
frail woman to his heart and lived the 
Iit'o of a good husband till death took 
her from htm.

FOR UNWRITTEN 
LAW 


Dean of the Washington College of 


Law Defines It as the Right to De- 
fend the Integrity of Family Life. 


BY ELLEN SPENCER MUSSEY. 


Dean of the "Washington College of Law, 


The unwritten law might be de- 


fined to be right to defend the integ- 
rity of family life against all Invasion 
and Invaders 
Vv'hlle the tfcmily has 


no distinct legal entity apart from the 
persona who compose it, yet. In the 
Interest of society, the law holds the 
more intimate family relations ns 
sacred and not to be Inquired into by 
a court of justice. It is on this ground 
that communications between husbnnil 
and wife are privileged, and they can- 
not testifv as to confidential communi- 
cations made by one to tbe other 
during the marriage. 


IVTarHn^e Is a civil Institution as 


well as a contract, and it should be a 
religious sacrament. 
Law 
cannot 


make or unraake the true marriage 
relation, but BO far as the relation 
concerns society and the state. It must 
control it. 


The Family aa a Unit. 


The law regards carefully all prop- 


erty rights. 
It deals promptly with 


tho trespasser and tho thief, and en- 
forces contracts. The murderer, the 
embezzler, the perjurer, havo justice 
meted out to them as enemies of the 
commonwealth, 


I3ut the law dcea not deal with the 


family as a unit. 
Every student oC 


sociology fcnowa that the homes of the 
commonwealth are Its real corner- 
stones, but the law does not so recog- 
nize it. It is the-one Institution stf!! 
left to the defense of thva head of tbe 
fa'mlly. In the very nature of things, 
there is always a woman in tbe case, 
if: the crime is against her personally, 
if she be over the age of 16, what 
remedy does tho law give'her?' 


A young woman went into a city to 


support herself, unwarned, Inexperi- 
enced; 
her faith and her affections 


found an unworthy object. 
Too late, 


she found the man was already mar- 
ried* and la a wild moment she shot 
him fatally. U the man had boldly 


fortunate as to havo brothers, but 
the reply was that seldom was there 
a case in which there was no male 
relative, and that he believed that 
were such a case to arise of gross 
abuse, there was always to be found 
Jn the community a man who would 
protect tbe woman and her rights. 


Two Noted Tragedies, 


TVho that roads the recent trial of 


Gillette for the murder of his victim 
ran forget the coolness with which h» 
claimed he sairl-: 
"Tell your father; 


if you don't. I will" Tbere cornea a 
mental picture of that father 
and 


Vihat swift vengeance he would havt 
meted out to the destroyer of hia 
child.' 
"Was Gillette such a degeii 


erate that to htm tbe unwritten law 
had DO meaning, or was he merely 
talking for effect? 


The unwritten law which says "Ven- 


geance is mine," Is no evcuse for the 
disgraceful broils of tbe degenerate 
man and woman who find tbelr only 
pleasure in dissipation. Tbe man who 
despoils innocence hlmsolf—who Rives 
his name and his protection to a wom- 
an whose life has been like unto bia 
own, is not In any senso the defender 
ol what the home stands for. H!a 


Lense of moral obligation for himself 
is too blunted to fit him, to judge 
of the transgressions of another. 
Ha 


is himself an outlaw when judged by 
l,hc standards of common 
morality. 


His propensity to sboot Is the 
re- 


suit of a heated brain, or tlie lack ot 
brains. 


No woman, no man, is safe with 


such a creaftire at Jarge. 


Let us add to the unwritten law an- 


other section; "Let there be no inu- 
rndoa against tbe chastity of woman, 
but only straightforward statements 
with page and verse," and the viola- 
tor of this law shall be placarded: 
"Thlrf person took away tbe good 
name of another without cause," and 
walk the streets Jn shame, 


In the heart of every man, there 


dwells first, absolute faith in his moth- 
er. That IB his birthright, and in pro- 
portion to his faith in and affection 
for his mother will be his faith In 
and affection tor his wife. 
On that 


foundation Is built his attitude to his 
offspring. 
The true son, the true 


husband, the real father, In all these 
relations, owes to the home a clean 
standard of living.
